The ConaeJlsville region gave evi- 


dences last week of the tetter feelin-g 
that pervades coke trade circles,

was a gain In the number of ovens in 
Wast, tout these facts merely redact 
to some extent the state of mind with 
respect to the future, rather than 
proving that a tura in- the tide has 
come. In the preceding week there 
had been a. pronounced drop in pro- 
duction, wholly at the plants of the 
furnace interests. Last week this dis- 
crepancy was more than overcome tut 
the total for the weefc was only slight- 
ly more than the recent very low- 
average, so the test,that can be said 
of last week's performa-nce is that it 
apparently marks a halt in the long 
continued and accelerating downward 
trend. 


There la an undefinable impression 


that the worst has come and passed! 
but there are none bold enough to say 
that the change in -weekly production, 
from a steady decrease tp a. very com- 
siderable increase, is assurance thiit 
this or subsequent weeks will not 
show another descent >n the produc- 
tion curve. In fact, tlte optimism 
•which seems to exist in some quarters 
may be said to he very much like 
scriptural definition of faith—''the 
substance ot things hoped 'for; the 
evidence of things not seen." Those 
who indulge these expectations frank- 
ly say they can not particularize sthe 
things upon which tieir ballet 
cased, but they still seem to be quite 
certain that if conditions are not bet- 
ter, they presently will be.
